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THE NATIONAL CONVENTION. 

For the last two or three months, 
we have been receiving letters asking 
for information concerning the Na- 
tional Convention. Some of these 
letters have been addressed to ns as 
Corresponding Secretary, and have 
been answered, but others have been 
addressed to the Joubkal. Replying 
to the latter, we here state that some 
time ago an official notice, signed by 
Mr. E Booth, Chairman of the Execu 
live Committer, was printed in the 
Journal, in which it was announced that 
the Convention would be held in New 
York during the coming summer, 
in accordance with the decision of 
the Convention assembled in Cincin- 
nati. Mr. Booth will doubtless take 
measures to arrange the preliminaries 
of the meeting at the proper time. 
It is generally understood that the 
Convention will be held in August, 
so there are five months in which to 
make all necessary preparation. 

The Second Biennial Iteport of the 
Minnesota Institution for the two 
years ending November 30th, has 
been received. There were in atten 
dance, during the period covered by 
the Iteport, 149 pupils— 05 males and 
74 females. Tne census returns show 
that there are in the State more un- 
educated children of school age out- 
side of the Institution than there are 
in attendance. Tables giving the 
names of graduates, their addresses, 
and the trade learned while at school, 
also the nationality and causes of 
deafness of the pupils admitted 
daring the two years, ore embodied in 
the report of the Superintendent. 
Cerebro spinal meningitis and scar- 
let fever are responsible for the 
deafness of more than half of the new 
pupils who became deaf from sickness. 
A flowing and deserved tribute is 
piid to the late David H. Carroll. 
Mention is made, in the Directors' 

port) of the Teachers' Convention 
held in Jacksonville last rammer, and 
at which Mr. It.

The Twenty-First Biennial Report 
of the Illinois Institution comes to os 
neatly printed and bound in cloth, 
and contains a full report of the Pro- 
ceedings of the Tenth Convention ol 
American Instructors of the Deaf and 
Dumb. The average attendance dar- 
ing the first school year was 500, dur 
ing the second school year 501. The

deaf-mules under twenty years of age 
living in the state, who have never 
been to school. Considering the a 
number of deaf- mates in the State, 
Dr earnestly advocates the 

establishment of a new Institution 
and a law making the education of 
deaf-mates compulsory. The book is 
especially interesting and valuable to 

all educators of the <)e«f and dumb.

struction of deaf-mates as a well- 
known physical impossibility, and 
coming down into the last ntitry, we 
find philosophers like Condillae sup- 
posing that words were necessary to 
convey ideas, and that hence deaf 
mutes were incapable of reasoning. 
Harshness in the treatment of those 
deprived of the sense of hearing was 
actually supposed to be pleasing to 
God, as he manifested his wrath 
against them by depriving them of 
that sense. An instance of an attempt. 
si teaching a mute is related of John of 

rly, who made the sign of the 
cross on the tongue of a dumb man
